In spite of some easing of martial law 
restraints under President Ferdinand 
Marcos, reports from the Philippines say 
there is still-much harassment of the 
church; still some 6,000 political 
prisoners, some of whom are tortured; and 
tight control over most aspects of life. 


Father Aurelio spent three weeks leave 
there in August, and has been telling 
Filipino parishioners his impressions of 
conditions in his homeland. 


HE SAID HE believes there is still torture 
of political prisoners, and is aware that 
church leaders and parishioners are still 
being arrested and harassed. 


“But the president's wife, Imelda, is 
deeply religious,” he said. “I think she will 
have great influence in bringing this to an 
end.” 


But as late as Sept. 23, 17 priests and 
nuns were arrested in Manila as military 
police broke up a large demonstration 
against martial law. Also arrested were 42

Cardinal Jaime L. Sin of Manila 
expressed cautious optimism with the 
action and the fact that Marcos promised 
local elections next year. 


THE CARDINAL said the moves should 
be taken as “sincerity on the part of those 
heading the martial law regime.”

But events do not bear this out. In 
September, it was reported that several 
nuns on the faculty of Manila’s St.

“Most Filipinos see some good in martial 
law for that reason,” he added. “But it has 
its bad side in the red tape, bureaucracy 
and stringent controls.”

“1 MYSELF, saw an airport customs 
official accept a bribe from a passenger 
for not inspecting his luggage,” he said. 


In the Philippines, this petty bribery, the 
greasing of palms to fix things with public 
officials, is called “babagsak.” In Mexico, 
it is known as the “mordida” system. 


Meanwhile, poverty in. the small Asian 
country continues to get worse. A recent 
survey said 12.5 million of the 43 million 
population “do not know where their next 
meal is coming from” and live “a life of 
extreme deprivation.” 

FATHER AURELIO said Filipinos in the 
San Diego diocese have many questions 
for him about their homeland and life 
under martial law, “particularly those who 
have been away for a long time.” 
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Maryland right-to-lifers have been 
rebuffed in their call for an immediate 
end to abortion funding following a 
ruling that Maryland’s Medicaid 
regulations do not permit the state to 
pay for elective abortions for welfare 
women. 

A group of psychiatrists and health 
workers from Chile and Argentina said 
the military juntas in their countries 
are using hunger and fear as tools to 
keep power.

‘Family-minded’ priest 


Fr. Quinn runs social services — 


The priest now running Catholic 
Community Services thinks family life’ 
could use some good old-fashioned 
encouragement in today’s hectic society. 


On the job two months, Father John T. 
Quinn believes the family is the fiber of 
this country. He feels that there has beena 
breakdown in this area in recent years. 


“ITS UNBELIEVABLE, we are getting 
more and more people with family 
problems coming to us here at the 
Catholic Community Services’ downtown 
center than ever before,” 

Catholic Family Service is both a 
. community health clinic, licensed by the 
state of California, and a training facility 
staffed by psychologists, a psychiatrist, 
social workers, pastoral counselors, and 
professionally trained counselors. 


AVAILABLE TO anyone in need, the 
agency provides its services. by fee, 
according to a sliding scale.

Father Quinn, who is an attorney, 
teaches atthe University of San Diego law 
school. His new assignment as director of 
Catholic Community Services will enable 
him to oversee the work the churchis doing 
in the community. “Helping the needy and

Rowe listed six CHD funded projects in 
the San Diego diocese which have 
‘received a total of $451,000 bétween 
1973-76: 


Coachella Food Buyer’s Co-op, $20;000; 
Campesinos Unidos, $70,000; Quechan 
Indian Farming Enterprise, $100,000; 
Jojoba Project,. $100,000; Mercado del 
Barrio, $83,000 and Pre-Legal Aid 
Service, $78,000. 


THE —“OACHELLA project was started in 
1973 and is now self-supporting, 
according to Rowe. It provides low cost 
food for migrant farm workers. 


Campesinos Unidos was granted funds 
to start_a radio station to educate Spanish 
speaking persons in ways to cope with 
American lifestyle. Rowe said the Federal 
Communications Commission has not yet 
granted a license for the station. 


The Quechan Indian farm project saw 
the clearing of 600 acres of bottom land, 
installation of irrigation and the beginning 
of production of cash crops, according to 
Rowe. :

Helping people get through unexpected 


emergencies; serving single pregnant 
women, their families and the fathers of 


their children; running an alcohol and- 


drug treatment program; and guiding the 
aged, Spanish-speaking, and Southeast 
Asian refugees are just a few of the 
activities of Father Quinn’s offices. 


CHD FUNDS got the project started in 
1974, and funding was later taken over by 
the federal Bureau of Indian Affairs. 


“That funding ran out in May,” said 
Rowe. “But the project was taken over for 
funding by another federal program on 
Oct. 1. It’s a real success story and is 
helping several hundred Indians on the 
Fort Yuma Reservation,” he added. 


The Jojoba project involves 17 Indian 
tribes and bands from several locations in 
San Diego County, Rowe said. 


THE JOJOBA is a wild bush that 
produces a seed composed of 40 percent 
oil similar to sperm whale oil. 


“There is a ready market for this oil 
which is used in auto transmissions and 
by pharmacuetical companies and 
cosmetic producers,” Rowe said. “The 
other 60 percent of the seed is used to 
make high protein cattle feed,” he said. 


The Mercado del Barriois another co-op 
project to provide low cost food to Spanish 
speaking poor families and is located in 
San Bernardino. 


~ THE LEGAL AID project will provide help

to some 12,000 Indo-Chinese refugees in 
the diocese, mostly Vietnamese, with 
some Cambodians and Laotians. 


Rowe said plans call for holding 
workshops in Linda Vista and probably 
other areas to educate these people on 
how to cope with American laws and the 
way Of life. 


“We have several Vietnamese lawyers in 
the group who will conduct the workshops 
and do legal counseling,” Rowe said. “We 
also have contact with practicing 
attorneys who will help at low or no fees.” 


THE CAMPAIGN director said CHD 
funds are “seed money” to get self-help 
projects launched. Only about one in eight 


‘grant applications is funded, the average 
. being $50,000, he added. 


In his letter to the parishes, Bishop 
Maher said, ‘‘We have a special 
commitment toward the realization of the 
goals of the campaign.

USD courtroom dedicated

Justice and ethical training in the law 
were pointed up when the Joseph P. Grace 
courtroom at the University of San Diego’s 
law school was dedicated last Monday. 


In accepting the courtroom from USD 
President Author Hughes, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, chairman of the board of trustees, 
said: 

“THE BASIC function of ethical training 
is to form an upright conscience. The law 


of every man’s private conscience is a_ 


court and it is the highest supreme court 
for judgment or justice. 


“To act in accordance with their own 


personal highest court—their conscience 


—is the professional ethical training 
young students of law will receive in this 
courtroom,” he added. 


Milton Friedman, 1976 Nobel Prize 
winner in economics, gave the dedicatory 
address in which he _ linked 


law and 


freedom of speech with economic 
freedoms. 


GRANT MORRIS, acting dean, said the 
dedication took place exactly 45 years 
after the U.S. Supreme Court overturned a 
miscarriage of justice in an Alabama case 
in which seven men were convicted of a 
Capital offense without benefit of legal 
counsel. 


He said the new courtroom is a 
“courtroom of the past,” designed in 
appearance and furnishings to resemble 
the U.S. Supreme Court chambers 
between 1810-1860. 


Dean Donald Weckstein took time out 


- from his sabbatical leave to participate in 


the dedication. He introduced distin- 
guished guests and donors to the new 
courtroom. 


First official use of the courtroom was 
made by the California state Supreme 
Court which heard three cases Monday 
afternoon. 


Calif. bishops join protest 
of 160-acre farm limitation

California Catholic bishops have added 
their voice to growing protests against the 
Interior Department's decision to enforce 
a 160-acre limit on farms using federal 
irrigation water. 


The bishops issued a ‘statement after 
meeting in Sacramento last week calling 
the 1902 Reclamation Act setting the limit 
“outdated” and asked that Congress 
update it through legislative action. 

ALTHOUGH the bishops did not 
mention the many California farm areas 
that would be adversely affected by 
enforcement, including the Imperial 
Valley which is in this diocese, it was 
believed they all figured prominently in 
their decision. 

Recently, 15 Catholic priests from 
parishes in El Centro, Brawley, Calexico, 
Imperial, Holtville and Niland joined the 
Citizens for Government Fairness in 
protesting enforcement of the 160-acre 
limit. 

But in October, the National Catholic 
Rural Lifé-Conference “endorsed in 
principle” the breakup of large farms and 
imposition of the 1902 regulations. 

THE ISSUE, involving 17 western states, 
erupted last August when a federal 
appeals court in San Francisco ruled for 
enforcement of the 1902 Reclamation 
Act. 

Then Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
proposed regulations for carrying out the 
ruling, ostensibly with the backing of 
President Carter. 

But in recent weeks the issue has 
become very. political with pressure 
building in Congress to amend the 1902 
law. President Carter now says he isnt for 


enforcement of the acreage limit. 

U.S. SEN. Alan Cranston has introduced 
a bill calling for a one-year moritorium on 
enforcement of the law, allowing time for 
congressional study. 

This essentially coincides with the 
bishops’ statement of last week. 

“We are concerned with the total impact 
of the proposed changes upon all 
segments of agriculture,” the statement 
said. 

“GROWERS, farmworkers, rural 
communities .and the variety of small 
businesses involved with all phases of this 
important industry.” 4 

The bishops said the 75-year-old 
Reclamation Act “does not represent a 
reasonably equitable approach to 
regulating the use of federally subsidized 
agricultural water.” 

They noted that circumstances have 
changed, and that the economics of 
modern farming are vastly different now. 


ENFORCEMENT of the old law would 
impose a 160-acre limit ownership for one 
farmer, 320 acres for man and wife.’A 
family of four could own 640 acres and be 
entitled to lease 640 more acres. 


Imperial Valley farmers have been 
exempt from the acreage limit for more 
than 50 years, and farms there average 
more than 1,000 acres each. 

Over the years, many farmers have 
invested heavily in their family farms with 
the understanding the acreage limit 
exemption would continue. 

Because of the political interest, it was 
generally believed an alternative will be 
found which will be more favorable to 
Imperial Valley farmers—perhaps one or 
two years in the future.

A time to keep

What’s wrong with memorizing? 


Does your mind flash back to a simple penny 
catechism answer when someone asks a question 
on faith? | still find that if someone asks, “Why did 
God make us?” the best and simplest quick answer 
is the one which states, “God made us to know him, 


.love him and serve him in this world and to be 


happy with him forever in the next.” Simple. Clear. 
Definite. Theological and practical, all in one. And 
we know it from memory. 


Methods of teaching in recent years have 
frowned on students learning to memorize. They've 


got to experience and understand everything in: 


order to learn about it, so we are told. But many of 
us agree and praise the day we were taught 
something by rote and only subsequently 
understood it. We may never fully understand why 
God made us, but as we go through life pondering 


the simple catechism answer, the mystery of faith 


is revealed to us. 


In any case, if we throw out memory, we throw out 
those built in computers which God has given us to 
store knowledge. Cicero said: “Memory is’ the 
receptacle and sheath of all knowledge.” And the 
English poet Tupper said,“Memory is not wisdom; 
idiots can by rote repeat volumes. Yet what is 
wisdom without memory?” 


Remembering the memory bank: 


So it was with some pleasure we saw the 
statement made to the Synod of Bishops in Rome 
recently by Archbishop Dermot J. Ryan of Dublin, 
Ireland, calling upon his fellow bishops not to 
overlook the place of memorization in religious 
teaching. He encouraged the synod to take care 
“that the faculty of memory be not neglected.” 


His remarks are so valuable and so succintly put 
that they are worth recording in full. After his 
introduction Archbishop Ryan said: 


“It must be conceded that many pedagogical 
errors were committed by excessive insistence on 
committing catechism answers to memory. As a 
reaction to those. mistakes, there is far less 


insistence on learning by heart formulae of 


doctrine or of prayer. This change is characteristic 
of education in general to such an extent that pupils 
are rarely enough asked to commit texts to 
memory. 


“Some teachers invoke a principle to the effect 
that pupils should- not be asked to learn by heart 
anything they do not understand. This principle is 
rarely verified in, for example, the case of poetry, 
nor even in the case of adults, who can never really 
say that they fully understand the Our Father. 


Joining in prayer 

“In applying this principle, some catechists 
invite young children to learn to compose their own 
prayers. This practice is entirely praiseworthy 
provided that the traditional, generally accepted 
and indeed essential prayers are not neglected. 


“We should also recall how young, even very 
young, children are delighted to be able to join— 
however haltingly—with their parents in the 
recitation of the Our Father, especially at mass. By 
such means, young people grow into the church 
community and become heirs to the traditions of 
the faith. 


“We must then take care that the faculty of 


_memory be not neglected in the work of catechesis 


to the detriment of the faith and the church. 


“It would be too much to expect the synod to 
produce a catechism which would be short, 
containing the essentials, and revised inthe light of 
Vatican (Council) Il and subsequent documents of 
the magisterium. Perhaps the time is not ripe for 
beginning such a work. 


“I do, however, think that it would be of some 
benefit to indicate what formulae might well be 
committed to memory especially under the 
following heads: 


~ “1. Formulae which contain fundamental facts 


of the faith and the essential doctrines. These are . 


contained in the creeds with varying degrees of 
completeness. 


“2. Formulae of prayer and singing, for example, 
the Sign of the Cross, Our Father, Hail Mary, Acts of 
Faith, Hope and Charity, Act of Contrition, all of 
which are found in the Prayer of the Family 
prayerbook of our Holy Father recently published. 


“3. Formulae of cult and ritual, for example, the 
list of sacraments, the parts of the mass. 


“4, Formulae concerning the moral life of the 
Christian, for example, the Decalogue, the 
Beatitudes, the gifts of the Spirit, the precepts of 
the church. : 


“The identity of the church is determined by 
these elements. By them it is distinguished from 
other religions which in their turn also have 
formulae of belief and doctrine, lists of prayers and 
essential rites, and norms of morality which are 
proper to themselves. 


Grows in understanding 


_“A Christian who commits these formulae to 


memory in youth grows in his understanding and 
appreciation of them by the daily effort to live the 
Christian life. And even when someone departs 
from the way of the Lord, he often finds his way 
back by following the imprint left on his memory 
from the days of his youth. : 


“In insisting on the necessity of committing the 
essentials of the faith to memory through generally 
accepted formulae, | do not wish to minimize the 


value of the efforts of the catechist to aim ata better — 


understanding and appreciation of doctrine. | do, 
however, fear that with the increasing neglect of 
memory work in the field of education in general, 
the special place of memory in the transmission of 
the faith of the church may be forgotten.”

Humanitarianism is a powerful god in 
this epoch and terrible things are 
done, terrible proposals made 
respectable, in its name. 


ABORTION, euthanasia, liberation 
lobbies for anti-social lifestyles, 
“humane” termination of life for 
children whose handicaps or deformi- 


ties nudge them into categories like | 


“nonproductive”, “noncommunica- 
tive”, “vegetative”, and so forth, are 
argued as ultimately good for society 


and the individual. 
The issues that face our generation 


seem to become more and more 
complex. We balance one proclaimed 


“good” against another and attack 
each other in destructive hatred, 
trying to establish which is the 


_ greater. 


The more we advance in technolo- 
gical skills and knowledge, the more 
our societies. announce their commit- 


ment to humanitarianism, the further - 
reverence for life in all its infinite — 


ramifications seems to recede from 
us. 


RESPECTED VOICES of authority in 
this or that field contradict each other 
and we often cannot separate the 
moral from the political, the urgent 
from the expedient.

Anyone who has been involved in religious 
education at the parish level can tell you that 
there are still a surprising number of parents 
who continue to believe that the best way to 
teach religion to children is rote using the 
Baltimore Catechism or other deductive 
list of truths. 


‘This assumption is based either on a 
positive experience in their own catechesis as 
children or on frustrations over the seeming 
lack of solid doctrinal teaching available to 
their children. 


THE SUCCESS of deductive methods of 
religious education in previous generations 
was due primarily to deeply rooted religious 
traditions and practices in the family. The role 
of classroom instruction in these circum- 
stances was simply to formalize through 
dogmatic teaching :that which was already 

- present informally through parental 
traditioning and family and community 
practices. 


Sunday mass attendance was seldom 
questioned by young people because it was 
part of family and community custom and 
culture. No one heard for the first time in the 
classroom that stealing or lying or fighting or 
any of the activities prohibited by the Ten

religious education

Commandments is wrong. 


That there were Ten Commandments 
might have been new information for 
children, but their moral content was not. 
While this description does not fit all Catholic 
families of the 1940s and 1950s, it is applicable 
to a majority, but the circumstances of that 
majority underwent a significant change inthe 
1960s which mandated new directions in 
religious education as well as many other 
aspects of community life. 


MANY OF THE children of the 1940s and 
1950s, our generation, married non- 
Catholics, moved away from our neighbor- 
hood parishes and our extended families, 
chose a surburban life that requires two jobs 
and two cars, opted for fewer children, came 
in contact with a much more diverse world, 
and stopped doing for our children what our 
parents and extended families had done for us 
in terms of religious traditioning. 


You may blame it on the war (which one?), 
the media, economics, permissiveness; 
repression, religious liberalism, or any 
number of causes, no matter; the point is that 
society has changed for all of us, and with it 
the circumstances in which our children are 
growing up. 


Because of these changes we can no longer 


assume that the majority of children who 
come for religious instruction have the benefit 
of informal faith traditioning at home. A 
common experience is that many children 
never celebrate religious feasts in a family 
context. 


MOST CHILDREN are not familiar with 
parish life beyond Sunday mass; few have 
learned any formal prayers from their parents 
or had the experience of praying with them. 
One parent confessed that her six-year-old 
“caught” her and her husband saying the 
rosary together, and that they didn’t know 
what to tell the child. 


Under these circumstances it simply is not 
possible to continue teaching religion 
deductively, for children would be 
memorizing doctrine totally unrelated to life 
experience. Most educators believe that the 
experience as well as the doctrine needs to 
happen in the classroom. In any case it is not 
educationally sound to presume that anything 
can be learned which is not based in some 
way on life experience. 


The development of experiential religion 
texts was a natural response to the changes 
which took place in the Catholic family and 
community. Their method is to seek common 
experiences in everyday living upon which 
religion teaching can be based. 
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Unfortunately, many parents and pastors 
see only the experiences and not the doctrine 
in these programs. What they fail to realize is 
that the burden for both formal and informal 
religious education has been placed on the 
school or CCD religion teacher who is hard 
pressed to accomplish either or both without 
consistent cooperation from parents, clergy 
and community. 


IDEALLY, WHAT WE need to do is 
recognize that the lifestyles of our Catholic 
families and communities have changed, and 
make .a conscious effort to reintegrate 
religious traditions and traditioning into our 
everyday activities. . 


We might begin as adults by taking 
advantage of some of the numerous 
opportunities for our own continuing 
education in the faith. We might make a point 
of celebrating Christian feasts together in our 
home, and, above all, family prayer and 
celebration of the sacraments is a must. 


If we are among those who wish to return to 
a situation where the only responsibilities of 
the religion teacher are to explain doctrines to 
children and send progress reports home, 
then we must be resolved to work patiently 
and long for the kind of family life which 
supplies religious traditioning in large and 
meaningful doses. :

First Minister of Education 


Bookworm was architect 


of renaissance of learning

St. Patrick brought Christianity to Ireland 
and established a church structure based on 
monastic models. His spiritual sons, the Irish 
monks, later went to the continent to re- 
Christianize and recivilize Europe. 


History plays strange tricks. The saint who 
had such a difficult time preparing himself 
academically for his mission sparked a 
movement of broad intellectual renaissance. 


THE IRISH monks prided themselves on 
‘their learning, rightly so, and they brought 
that learning to a Europe that had sunk into 
general illiteracy-in the years following the 
barbarian takeover. Even the clergy was, to 
an alarming extent, semi-literate. 


It is difficult to imagine Europe, home of the 
great universities, cradle of modern Western 
civilization, as being almost completely 
unschooled. But it was in the seventh and 
eighth centuries. Many of the great centers of 

‘learning were founded by zealous Irish 
missionaries who were just as eager to 


promote intellectual pursuits as to encourage 
Christian living. 

England was the scene of a parallel 
scholastic activity. Its scholars, like the 
famous Venerable Bede, were not especially 
original, but they did preserve and hand on 
the wisdom of the past, particularly the great 
patristic tradition. One such scholar, in the 
line of Bede, was Alcuin, who was to exert a 
powerful influence on the revival and 
progress of learning in Europe: 


BORN ABOUT 732 near York, he 
devoted his whole life to learning and 


teaching. He entered the Cathedral School at 


York as a pupil of Aelbert, master of studies, 
and spent 50 years there, succeeding his 
master as head of the school in 778. 


A trip to Italy brought about a dramatic 
change in his career. He was to remain a 
scholar, but now his scholarship was to reach 
out to a whole continent. 


At Parma he met Charlemagne, King of the 
Franks, who invited him to direct his palace 
school at Aachen (Aix-la-Chapelle), a lively 
center of intellectual activity. From this point

on his career is intimately connected with that 
of Charlemagne. 


THIS SOVEREIGN, who enjoyed the 
favor of the papacy and became master of all 
Europe by his defeat of the Saxons and the 
Lombards, was crowned emperor of the Holy 
Roman Empire in a surprise move by Pope 
Leo Ill during the Christmas services in 
Rome, in the year 800. 


The new emperor had been and continued 
to be a vigorous promoter of education 
throughout his domain, and Alcuin was his 
right-hand man, history’s first Minister of 
Education. Strangely—or perhaps not so 
strangely. in view of the prevailing 
atmosphere of the times—Charlemagne was 
conspicuously less enthusiastic about 
learning. 


Historians are still trying to unravel his 
marital entanglements; he seems to have had 
about nine wives and an unspecified number 
of mistresses. And for reasons which only a 
psychiatrist would presume to fathom, he 
forbade his two daughters to marry. 


THIS FORCED them into illicit unions of 
which he was certainly but unconcernedly 
aware. Bertha had two children by Angilbert, 


-the lay Abbot of St. Rignier and her sister 


followed a similar course. 


Charles the Great (Charlemagne) had as 
much trouble outgrowing his barbarian 
background as Constantine the Great had in 
breaking with his Roman paganism. On one 
occasion he presided over the beheading of 
four thousand rebellious Saxons, and his 
method of Christianizing the Saxon people

was to give them their choice of Baptism or 
death—a procedure against which Alcuin 
protested vehemently. 


Still, his efforts in the area of education 
sowed the seeds of a real renaissance of both 
learning and morality, and laid the foundation 
for the growth of stable and _ influential 
intellectual centers throughout Europe. 
Alcuin was his chief architect in this project. 


UNDER HIS direction a system 
reasonably close to universal education 
emerged and was in fact imposed by imperial 
decree. If Alcuin had spent the greater part of 
his life as a bookworm, he was not to finish his 
life as one. His involvement in court affairs led 
inevitably to political and diplomatic activity. 


Indeed, there is good reason to believe that he 


played a key role in the events leading up to 
Charlemagne’s coronation as Emperor in 
800. 


In 796, he resigned his position at the court 
to become abbot of the great monastery of St. 
Martin at Tours. Here-he died in 804, but not 
before he had made the abbey even more 
famous as a center from which radiated 
learning of all sorts. 


His writings are not spectacular; the only 
really original works are his letters and some 
poetry. Perhaps his most lasting monument 
was the Roman Missal, which-he compiled 
from existing liturgies. ~ 


But his influence. was deeper and more far- 
reaching than can be measured by specific 
contributions. It lives on in the great 
intellectual traditions of our western 
civilization.

A quiet, humble man 
who loved simple things

Father Walter J. Schmitz,SS, was 
formerly the dean of the School of 
Theology at The Catholic University 
of America. Presently he is a faculty 
member. Father Schmitz is the 
author of numerous books and is a 
regular contributor to priests 
magazines. He serves as the Master 
of Ceremonies for The Catholic 
University of America and has 
served in that capacity for the past— 
25 years for the Archdiocese of 

- Washington. He was awarded the 
Pro Ecclesia et Pro Pontifice medal 
and the Benemorenti medal. 


He was.a quiet, humble man who loved the 
simple things in life. Yet he was a tower of 
strength when the situation demanded 
strength; he was forceful and positive about 
his views, and kind at the same time. 

This man will go down in 20th-century 
church history as one of the finest priests and 
catechists of our time. His name was Joseph 
Burns Collins. 


BORN NEAR the turn of the century in 
Waseca, Minn., Father Joe’s devout Catholic 
parents passed on to him their high ideals and 
principles. He decided early in his youth that 
he wanted to become a priest. He pursued 


philosophical and theological studies in Rome 
and was ordained there on May 17, 1924 at 
the age of 27. 


After his ordination, Father Collins 
returned to the States and taught for a few 
years in his native Minnesota. Then he went 
to Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore for 
graduate studies in English. During these 
years of research, he resided at St. Mary’s 
Seminary, the first seminary in the United 
States, operated by the Fathers of St. Sulpice. 


The lifestyle and work of the Sulpician 
Fathers left such a strong impression and 
impact on Father Collins that he sought the 
permission of his bishop to join them and 
dedicate his priestly life and work to the 
training of candidates for the priesthood. 


THIS WAS the special work of the 
Sulpician Fathers, but what appealed to 
Father Collins was the simplicity of their way 
of life. The late Archbishop Curley of 
Baltimore described these followers of Father 
Olier “as perpetual seminarians.” This life was 
typically suited to Father Collins. 


Father Joe’s first assignment was to the 
Sulpician Seminary (now Theological 
College) at The Catholic University of 
America where he spent the remainder of his 
priestly life. Since he had earned a doctorate 
in Sacred Theology, he was chosen to teach 


Sixth century scholars 


Two laymen founded a 
system of education

We owe the beginning of the church’s 
involvement in Christian education to two 
Christian laymen in the sixth century: 
Cassiodorus and Boethius. As the secular 
schools crumbled ‘and closed, these men 
raised the question about Christian education 
and schools to promote it. They saw that the 


first need was to have the major body of - 


classical knowledge translated into Latin, so 
that the knowledge could be preserved and 
passed on. 


Boethius translated the complete works of 


Aristotle and Plato. Monks and laymen, like ~ 


human printing presses, made numerous 
copies of these translations. Cassiodorus 
founded and financed a manuscript copying 
center. 


NOT. ONLY .-the works-of Boethius;-but 
also most of the standard classic texts were 
carefully copied. Cassiodorus further 
established:a course of studies, based on 
Augustine’s vision of how to tie all secular 
learning to a Christian value system. 


The work of these two laymen was taken 
over by Bishop Isidore who created a learning 
center at Seville. The scholars arranged an 


enormous body of knowledge into an ~ 


educational system that would survive the 
Dark Ages and become the basis for the 


curriculum of the medieval universities. 
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The system included the seven liberal arts; 
grammar, rhetoric, logic, mathematics, 
geometry, music and astronomy. To this was 
added the study of the Bible, medicine, law 
and church institutions. A method was 
adapted frém Augustine to relate all this to 
God. 


CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS did not 
suddenly develop from this, but the basis for 
schools and education was laid. Over the next 
several centuries the monks all over Europe 
patiently copied out the library and methods 
systematized at Seville. 


Why did these monks just copy and not 
create new works? Why. was education so 
static? 


Most likely because the work of 
establishing a stable agriculture, converting 
tribal systems to inherited Roman forms of 
law, history, management, finance, and lastly, 
the intensive catechesis of a newly 
evangelized population left little time for 
intellectual speculation and creative 
endeavor. 


OF COURSE art flourished, though 
creative education did not. Look at the 
splendor of illuminated manuscripts, ivory 
crosses, jeweled relic cases, and the 
unforgettable stone art of Ireland. The Celtic 
crosses remain as gospels in stone, spiritual 
feasts for the eyes and trainers of the spirit. 
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moral theology along with catechetics which - 
became his first love. Z 
His days were full as his love for cateche- 
tical work and projects grew and he became 
more and more deeply involved in the 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine on the 
national and international level. Few men 
have I known so dedicated and tireless and at 
the same time unassuming. With all his 
various, commitments he found time to write 
articles, pamphlets and even books. 


MANY OF HIS books were on the 
spiritual life which reflected his reading depth 
as well as the nature of his reading. He was 
strongly influenced and impressed’ by the 
Spiritual Exercises of St. Ignatius which, in 
fact, had- a greater impact on his own 
spirituality than did the French School of 
Spirituality for which the Sulpicians were 
known. No day was too occupied that he 
could not find time to visit the chapel before 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

One could find him every evening in the 
chapel reciting his beads. 


Every night after dinner unless impeded by 
weather, an appointment or meeting, he took 
at least a half-hour walk. Often he met friends 
or a colleague along the way and stopped to 
chat a few minutes. He enjoyed golfing and 
periodically took a one day fishing trip. 


HIS FAMILY ties remained deep 
throughout his lifetime and he always went to 
the annual family gathering. Both recreation 
and business frequently took him to Europe. 
He learned to love the opera when he was a 
seminarian in Rome. 


This, too, remained with him, so he often 
attended performances in Europe as well as 
Washington. Perhaps this was the beginning 
of his interest in the harmonica. At clerical 
gatherings when things got a bit dull, Father 


As time developed the first Christian 
schools then were either in monasteries or 
attached to the local cathedral. The copying 
went on and the main form of education was 
transmission of what had been copied. 


One of the odd twists of this history is that 
the possibility of Christian education, started 
by two laymen, was subsequently available 
only to monks and priests. The result 
produced a cleavage between clerics and laity 
that was to cause mischief later on. 


THE FRANKISH EMPEROR Charle- 
magne noted how the education of the laity 
was not keeping pace with the clergy. He 
brought in an’ English scholar, Alcuin, to 
remedy this deficiency. 


It would in fact take several more centuries 
to achieve this ideal to any notable degree. 
Still, credit must be given to the perceptive- 
ness of Charlemagne and the efforts to 
equalize educational advantages for the 
Christian laity. 


One thing that slowed the pace was the 
insistence on Latin as the preferred language 
for education. The language of the people was 
different and where it had been similar to 
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Father Joseph Collins 


Joe would quietly slip his harmonica from his 
coat pocket and soon the room was filled with 
song. 

No matter how heavy his schedule or how 
late he retired, Father Collins celebrated daily 


mass at seven o’clock in the Lourdes Chapel ,

Conception. Nothing interfered with this nor 
with a suitable preparation and an 
appropriate thanksgiving for this privilege. 


On Jan. 23, 1975, Father Joe went to his 
eternal reward. This talented, very human, 
deeply spiritual, completely and tirelessly 
dedicated priest has left an indelible mark in 
the field of catechetics. 


Latin, it was diverging. 
LATIN WAS useful to an international 


church which could simplify its lines of ~ 


communication thereby. But tolocal peoples, 
proud of their own tongue, or at least amiably 
accustomed to it, there seemed to be no 
pressing need to know Latin. 


Not only did the court of Charlemagne 
awaken the laity to its need for education, it. 
also saw the need to begin correcting the 
inevitable, inadvertent errors creeping into 
the transmitted texts, due to sleepy monks, 
poor lighting or predictable distraction. We 
still have a letter signed by Charlemagne and 
Alcuin insisting on the creation of amended 
texts that would be faithful to the originals. 


In our age of speedy communications and 
sudden awareness of everything everywhere 
at once, it is almost impossible now to sense 
the tortorous slowness that characterized 
these earlier periods. 


The marvel is that they accomplished so 
much anyhow. Time enough for The High 
Middle Ages and The Renaissance. This was 
the brooding cocoon out of which those 
stunning butterflies emerged. 
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Pope Leo the Great led church through dangerous times 


Today (Nov. 10) is the feast of St. 
Leo the Great. The diocese of San 
_Diego is under the special patron- 
age of this saint through the name 
of Bishop Leo T. Maher, now in his 
9th year as leader of the diocese. 
Pope Leo guided the church 
through tumultous times 1,500 
years ago, as this article by Father 
Castelot describes.

Only three popes are known to 
history not only by name, but also as 
“the Great.” The first of them was Leo 
|, who reigned from 440 to 461, and 
he was indeed great, perhaps the 
most influential figure of the tumul- 
tuous fifth century. 


We meet him first as a deacon inthe 
service of Pope Celestine |. In this 
capacity his special charge was the 
care of the poor, and no matter how 
involved he later became in the 
dramatic events of the times, this 
remained one of his most urgent 
concerns. 


EVEN AS A deacon he was sent on 
important and delicate diplomatic 
missions. One of these involved a trip 
to Gual, where two Roman generals, 
Aetius and Albinus, were quarreling 
with each other at a crucial time when 
they should have been working hand 
in hand to prevent a takeover of the 
territory by the barbarians. 


While he was there the reigning 
Pope Sixtus Ill died, and he was 
chosen to succeed him. After his 
consecration he set himself immedi- 
ately to the task which he considered 
pastorally most important; that of 
preaching. 


Fortunately, 96 of his sermons have 
come down to us, and they are gems 
from every point of view. They 
contain his exposition of Catholic 
doctrine, of course, but also they 
come back over and over again to care 
for the poor and other social obliga- 
tions of Christian life. . 


CIRCUMSTANCES prevented him. 
from being just an outstanding pastor 
of souls and forced him to rise to 
great heights as a ruler also. The 
church was beset by troubles of all 
sorts and Leo acted firmly and 
confidently in settling them, su- 
premely conscious of his universal 
authority as successor of St. Peter. 


The greatest single danger stemmed 
from the teaching of Eutyches, an 
abbot of Constaninople, who had 
many supporters among the bishops 
of the East. St. Flavian, the patriarch of 


that city, had excommunicated him, 
and he appealed to Leo. 


But when the pope investigated the 
matter, he found that Eutyches was 
indeed guilty of heresy, and on a very 
fundamental point: he was denying 
the reality of the pelien nature of 
Christ. 


IN THE COURSE of the complicated 
series of events which ensued, Leo 
sent to Flavian a doctrinal letter which 
has come to be known as “The Tome 
of Leo.’”-It is a beautifully clear 
statement of the Catholic doctrine 
that in Christ there are two complete 
and perfect natures—one divine, the 
other human. 


Suppressed by the friends of 
Eutyches at what Leo called the 
Robber Synod. of Ephesus (449), it 
was finally read to the more than 600 
bishops present at the Council of 
Chalcedon (451). 


When they heard it, they are said to 
have shouted: “Peter has spoken by 
Leo!” In fact, no pope before him had 
been so successful in vindicating the 
claims of Rome to universal primacy 
or had the strength of personality to 
exercise that primacy so effectively 
and wisely. 


STILL, HIS VICTORY at Chalcedon 
was not complete. Canon 28 of the 
council insisted that Constantinople, 
the New Rome, should enjoy a 
primacy in the East on a par with that 
of Rome in the West. While ratifying 
the doctrinal decisions of the 
councils, Leo firmly rejected this 
canon, which was an affront to the 
universal jurisdiction of the successor 
of St. Peter. 


Surely the most dramatic event in 
his career was his encounter with the

invading barbarian, Attila the Hun. 
The latter with his hordes had crossed 
the Alps, the passes of which had 
been left undefended by the squab- 
bling general Aetius. 


They devastated the cities of 
northern Italy, pillaging, burning, 
raping, slaughtering all along the way. 
As they drew closer and closer to

Rome, the city was in panic. The army 
had proved ineffective; they felt 
simply helpless, hopeless, terrified. 


TO WHOM did they turn? To Leo. 
What a tribute to his stature in the 
eyes of the people! The emperor, 
Valentinian III, the Senate, and the 
populace begged him to intercede 
with “The Scourge of God.” 


Leo approached him with a small 
group of representatives and by the 
power of his personality and elo- 
quence, persuaded him to leave 
Rome untouched. Attila, having 
promised to conclude a treaty with 
the emperor, retreated to the region of 
the Danube. 


However, the chaos which followed 
upon the assassination of the 
emperor encouraged Genseric, king 
of the Vandals, to invade Italy and 
sack. Rome. When he was almost 
there, the emperor, the court, the 


magistrates, and the aristocrats all 
abandoned the city. 


AGAIN THE terror-stricken people 
turned to Leo. This time his success 
was only partial. He obtained from 
Genseric a promise that there would 
be no slaughter, no arson. 


The poor people took refuge in the 
churches while the Vandals spent 
three weeks wrecking and looting 
public and private buildings. Finally 
they returned to Africa, taking with 
them many prisoners. 


Leo then turned to helping the 
victims, both at home and in 
Captivity, sending priests to help the 
latter. Diplomat he was, but even 
more he was aconcerned pastor of his 
people. He was a sort of bridge 
between imperial Rome, weak and 
tottering, and the new Rome, the 
Christian Rome, which would replace 
it.

‘Handicapped bring gifts to community, too’

Every member of a com- 
munity has gifts to help 
build it and every one is 
handicappped in some 


way. 


These were predominant 
themes of a “handicap 
awareness” workshop at 
University High School, San 
Diego, sponsored by the 
southern diocesan Office of 
Religious Education. 


ENTITLED “The Gifts 
They Bring,” the day-long 
program coordinated by 
Sister Katherine Jennings 
was aimed at making others 
aware of the handicapped 
and their special gifts—not 
their needs. 


Sister Jennings said of 
blindness, deafness and 
developmental disability, 
there are “other handicaps 
more debilitating—the 
handicaps of hatred and 
bigotry. 


“We see the handicapped 


as people in need and we 
bring the gift of ourselves to 
them. But these special 
people in the community 
bring gifts to us.” 


IN- HIS keynote address, 


the Rev. Ed Svendsen,a 
Lutheran minister, of the 


Home of Guiding Hands, 
Lakeside, said; “The first 
thing to do to learn about 
somebody is to listen” 
instead of being put off by 
their handicap. 


“The gifts the handi- 
Capped bring is a-turn 
around of emphasis long 
overdue,” he added. 


Each session featured 
one who had the handi- 
Cap and one whoworks with 
the handicapped. 


DEACON Robert Ekhaml, 
whose special apostolate is 
to the deaf, said, “Il think 
God has a special place in 
his heart for the handi- 
capped because he allows 
them to share his suffering 
in a way anonhandicapped 
person cannot. 


“The person who is deaf 
never heard the name of 
Jesus Christ yet he shares 
His own suffering,” Deacon 
‘Ekhaml added. 


The permanent deacon 
has learned from the deaf 
“how to suffer in patience”. 


“THEY HAVE touched me 
and given my life a direc- 
tion | never would have had. 
| can never return what they 


have given me.” 


Peggy Almendarez, who 
was born deaf and has 
learned to speak, answered 
questions enthusiastically 
about her handicap and 
how she has adapted to it. 


Father Wilfred Dunn, a 
blind priest who lives at 
Nazareth Retirement House, 
San Diego, said, ‘‘The 


greatest gift the blind offer. 


is affording a person the 
opportunity to show. Chris- 
tian charity and love, and in 
that we both grow.” 


In an interview Sister 


Jennings said, “We all have ~ 


gifts and the kingdom can’t 
be completed without each 
member of the community 
contributing their special 


gift to the building upofthe - — 


body.
